I hp>ve  thelionour  to  present  my  Annuel  Report  for  the 
yeer  ended.  December,  31st  1953» 

The  Refistrer  General’s  estimate  of  the  popul-^uion 
pt  mid-yepr  v/ps  8,150,  The  populption  pt  the  Census 
( 1951) v/ps  given  ps  8,1964 

The  Birth  Rpte  shows  » slight  rise.  The  number  of 
live-births  wps  159  comppred  with  145  in  1952.  There  were 
nine  illegitimpte  births,  comppred  with  3 in  1952. _ 

The  Still  Birth  rete  fell  slightly.  The  pctupl 
number  of  still  births  wps  4»  ^s  in  1952. 

The  Depth  Rpte  showed  p fpll,  while  the  rstc  for 
Englpnd  pnd  WpIcs  rose  slightly.  The  totpl  of  depths  v/ps 
9 0_  comppred  with  100  in  1952.  With  the  ever  increpsing 
number  of  elderly  persons  in  the  populption,  p rise  in  the 
depth  rpte  must  be  expected  in  the  future.  Approximately 
11  per  cent  of  the  population  is  65  yeprs  old  or  more. 

There  wps  p rise  in  the  Infantile  Death  Rate  from 
20.68  per  1,000  live' births  to  44«02*  Seven  infants  under 
p year  old  died  compared  with  three  in  1952.  Pour  of  those 
seven  were  under  a month  old. 

There  wps  one  death  associated  with  pregnancy  or 
childbir  th,_ 

The  analysis  of  the  causes  of_  death  amongst  .'chc 
population  PS  a v/holc  shows  that  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  circulatory  system,  were  the  largest  cause,  accounting 
for  439S  of  the  deaths.  The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer 
in  one  form  or  another  was  10  compared  with  24  in  1952* 

There  were  no  deaths  from  notifiable  infectious  diseases 
(other  than  Tuberculosis).  Two  deaths  from  Influenza 
were  reiDorted,  and  three  from  Tuberculosis, 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  reports  upon  sampl'. s,  that 
the  quplity  of  the  water  supply  is  satisfactory,  although 
the  Q.uantity  is  at  the  moment  inadecLUate, 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  d iseascs' not  if ied  fell 
from  145  in  1952  to  81  in  1953 » the  main  cause  of  the 
disease  being  due  to  a fall  in  tbe .incidence  of  racpsles 
in  children.

SECTION  C,-  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  arrangements  made  with  Birkenhead  Corporation 
to  augment  the  Authority's  insufficient  water  supply  have 
proved  to  be  reasonably  satisfactory.  The  problem  of 
water  supply  is  one  which  is  troubling  most  local  authorities 
'in*  North  ^7ales,  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  more  water,  viill  be 
available  from  the  Bii?kenhead  Corporation’s  supply,  v;hen 
that’ authority  will  have  completed  its  scheme  for  extraction 
of  v/ater  frem  the  River  Dee. 

J vjint  Scheme. 


There  do  not  appear  to  be  ®ny  gross  leaks  in  the  water 
mains  but  c'ons ide’rabl’e  wastage  of  water  occurs  from 
defective  water  taps  and  water  closet  cisterns.  In  times 
cf  shortage  hcuseh'lders  are  apt  to  draw  water  at  night 
for  use  next  day,  in  case  the  water  is  cut  off.  This  water 
is’usually  wasted.  It  ia  difficult  to  persuade  people 
that  it  ia  possible  that  in  drouf'ht,  there  may  be_  no 
water  at  all.  To  appreciate  the  value  of  a good  water 
supply,  it  is  necessary  to  have  lived  in  hot  climates,  f-r 
'to  have  served  v/ith  a desert  army,  when  the  daily 
allowance,  for  all  purposes  often  waa^^two  pints. 

The  Joint  V/atcr  Scheme,  br<-ught  about  in  close  co'-oieera t ion* 
with  Holywell  Rural  District  Council  should  do  much  to 
alleviate  periodical  shortages  in  different  parts  of  the 
town,  bu’t  it  will’have  to  be  remembered  that  the  sup-pliers, 
Birkenhead  Corporation  have  little  water  to  spare,_

There  were  three  heaths  nil  females  from  pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  during  the  year  compared  with  one  death  in 
1952.  There  were  no  deaths  from  non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 
The  continued  incidence  of  new  cases  of_  Tuberculosis*  does 
not  ncc essar ily  menn  that  the  complaint  is  more  prevalent 
thnn  before.  It  results  from_  tlie  vigilance  of  the  general 
pract  it  loners  jg^nd'  the  co-operation  between  them  and  the 
Chest  Clinics#  Many^of  the  cases  wore  mild  ones  which 
might  easily  have  escaped  notice.  The  Chest  Clinic's 
arc  fully  used_.  Regarding  Mass  X-Rays  of  the  population 
at_largej  at  present  the-  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visits 
the  District  about  every  eighteen  months.  It  is  likely 
that  the  visit  will  in  future  be^ an  annua r'onc.  Of  the 
18  new  Cases,  2 v/ere  transfers  from  other  areas,  and’
